New Recipes 
Employ the 
Refrigerator

CE CREAM is an ever-populdr 
dish, It can (urn the ordinary 
family meal into a party: it is 
tempting to look at and is packed 
with practical food values. It is 
the perfect dessert for a formal 
dinner when served in attractive 
dishes with the right garnishes. 
Other frozen dishes are gain- 
ing in popularity, too. Fruit juice, 
smartly seasoned tomato juice 
and many juicy fresh fruits are 
frozen to a mush, 

A tart fruit sherbet served as 
an accompaniment to the meat 
course is not a new idea. but it 
is an excellent one. The latest 
novelty is to freeze piquant rel- 
ishes and serve them in tiny 
oees along with the meat or 


Today’s recipes for frozen 
dishes are out of the ordinary, 
and some of them can be pre- 
pared either in a mechanical re- 
frigerator or the ordinary ice 
freezer.

Consomme Julienne 
Cheese Sticks

Add the dissolved gela- 
tin e.d one and one-fourth cups 
cold water. Freeze as a sherbet 
and serve in glasses with hot or 
cold boiled fish. © 

Watermelon Ice 

Cut the firm red center from 
a watermelon and remove the 
seeds. Put through the food- 
chopper enough to make five 
cups. Drain off one and three- 
fourths cups of the juice, add an 
equal amount of sugar to the 
juice, and boil until it forms a 
syrup. Cool and pour over the 
watermelon. Add four table- 
spoons lemon juice and let stand 
for an hour. Pour into the freez- 
ing tray of a mechanical refrig- 
erator and freeze, beating vigor- 
ously every fifteen minutes until 
the mixture is frozen. This can 
be frozen in an ice-cream freezer, 
using six parts ice to one of salt. 


Frozen Apricot Shortcake 


Cook one cup dried apricots in 
two and a half cups water until 
tender. Add one-third cup sugar, 
bringing to a boil, remove from 
the fire and put through a seive. 
Sprinkle one teaspoon gelatin on 
one tablespoon water and allow 
to stand until softened. Add to 
the apricot pulp and stir until 
gelatin is dissolved. Cool. Beat 
one egg very light, add one- 


fourth cup powdered sugar and’ 


one teaspoon vanilla and blend 
well. Whip one cup heavy cream
